It seems like every few months 
the San Francisco Police Department has 
another major staff switcheroo. Surpass- 
ing a sweeping command-staff reshuffle 
in February, SFPD announced on Mon- 
day that a whopping six stations — out 
of 10 — would get new leaders. As is un- 
fortunately normal at this point, many 
neighborhood police captains have been 
moved out of their positions — some only 
a year, or less, after taking on the role. 

In a news release, Police Chief Wil- 
liam Scott attempts to justify these 
changes in a generic statement that 
really says nothing at all: “These talent- 
ed, hardworking men and women take 
pride in serving our city and embody 
the diversity of San Francisco and our 
department,” he says. “In their new as- 
signments, they will be instrumental in 
implementing new strategies to address 
crime and public safety issues.” 

These “new strategies” subtly refer- 
ence the recent expansion of neighbor- 
hood foot beats. In September, Scott 
told the media that he planned to nearly 
double the number of officers walking 
city streets in an attempt to curb proper- 
ty crime after a 28 percent increase in car 
break-ins over the past year. This month, 
he also agreed to assign staff specifically 
to the task of combatting property theft. 

Shifting talent from one position to 
another — perhaps to a role where it is 
better served — is not a bad idea. But if 
the SFPD is as committed to communi- 
ty-based policing as it’s recently claimed 
it is, calming high turnover rates in the 
most community-facing role seems like 
an important step. It takes a while to 
meet neighborhood merchants, under- 
stand the complexities of each district, 
and earn the trust of coworkers and res- 
idents. To start that process over every 
year or two is a massive waste of time 
and resources. But here we are. 


The breakdown of leadership 
changes: 


TENDERLOIN STATION 


As one of the districts with the highest 
crime rates, it’s a major shame that the 
station can’t hold onto a captain for more 
than a short period. Jason Cherniss held 
the role for two years, but after leaving 
the team for personal reasons in June 
2015, he was replaced by Teresa Ewins, 
who can frequently be found walking the 
neighborhood beat. She took the “dunk 
a cop’ booth in stride at a recent Ten- 
derloin Sunday Streets, though rumor 
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has it among local community groups 
the role of captain was merely a rung 
on the ladder for her. In late September, 
she announced via Twitter that she had 
accepted a promotion to commander of 
the Muni Task Force, leaving the role of 
Tenderloin captain open once again. 
Whispers about a replacement swirled 
for a few weeks, and the name that was 
dropped in coffee shops and on street 
corners — Carl Fabbri — turned out 
to be correct. Not much is immediately 
available about Fabbri, though he was a 
lieutenant at Tenderloin Station in 2013, 
so chances are he’s familiar with the 
neighborhood. 


BAYVIEW STATION 


Capt. Raj Vaswani served Park Station 

as captain for less than a year between 
2014 and 2015 before he was transferred 
to lead Bayview. A longtime employee of 
the department, he’s worked in roles that 
ranged from an undercover street crime 
unit to the city’s night captain, where he

deployed officers to nightclubs to manage 
crime. He’s now moving on to head the 
Traffic Division of SFPD, and Steven Ford 
will step into the role of Bayview captain. 


PARK STATION 


After serving as the eighth captain in 
nine years, Capt. John Sanford is out, 
and there will be many a cyclist celebrat- 
ing that fact this week. Sanford took 
over from Vaswani in April 2015, and 
received mega heat from cycling advo- 
cates after he deployed extra officers to 
ticket cyclists rolling through stop signs 
on the Wiggle. Weeks of frustration 
culminated in a “Wiggle Stop-In” in 
July 2015, which snarled traffic as hun- 
dreds of cyclists painstakingly stopped 
at each stop sign. By August, Sanford 
surrendered and removed his officers 
from the bike route, but his reputation 
among Wiggle commuters never really 
recovered. Somewhat ironically, he’s 
been promoted to the Community En- 
gagement Division. 
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Una Bailey will lead in his place. Bai- 
ley used to be on SFPD’s Pride Alliance 
for LGBT officers, and, most recently, 
was captain of the Field Operations Bu- 
reau and Investigations Division of the 
Special Victims Unit. 


MISSION STATION 


Wait, didn’t this just change? It has 
been seven months, which appears to 
be a long period for anyone in the Police 
Department to hold onto a role, but 
Capt. Bill Griffin, who replaced Cmdr. 
Daniel Perea in March, is already on 
his way out. He will now lead the Spe- 
cial Operations Bureau/Urban Areas 
Security Initiative. Gaetano Caltagi- 
rone takes his place, with 23 years of 
experience on the force. 


INGLESIDE STATION 


John Hart joins Ingleside Station after 
being captain of the Special Opera- 
tions Bureau and Homeland Security. 
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Neighborhood Police Captains Shutfled, Again

Former Capt. Joseph McFadden will 
move on to the General Crimes Unit. 


TARAVAL STATION 


Last but not least, Robert Yick has 
been promoted to captain at Taraval 
Station, replacing Denise Flaherty, 
who is moving on to the Police Acad- 
emy. Little is publicly available about 
Yick, aside from a 2010 SF Weekly 
article that mentions his role as Police 
Department liaison to the Special Pa- 
trol Program. 


All new positions go into effect Oct. 
21 — and with any luck, residents of 
the above stations will get a chance to 
meet their new SFPD captains at least 
once before a new round of promotions 
bumps them into new roles.

A year that was supposed to be 
a financial bonanza has turned into the 
“worst year on record” for Northern Cali- 
fornia cannabis growers. The cata- 
strophic North Bay wildfires in Sonoma, 
Mendocino, Napa, and other counties 
that claimed more than 40 lives and 
nearly a quarter of a million acres have 
also incinerated the hopes and fortunes 
of those whose marijuana farms and 
crops have been obliterated. 

SF Weekly has not learned of in- 
juries or fatalities among marijuana 
farmers. But with fires still burning, 
hundreds of people still missing, and 
evacuated areas just now being cleared 
for reentry, it’s certain that everyone 
in the fire-affected regions is coping 
with deeply difficult losses. 

“T have confirmed reports of 23 
farms damaged — 21 of those lost 
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entirely,” Hezekiah Allen, executive 
director of industry advocate group the 
California Growers Association, said 
Friday. (The number of damaged farms 
went up to 27 on Saturday.) “Many 

are still under mandatory evacuation 
orders and don’t know what is left of 
their home and crop. Some are staying 
in hotels hours away from home, un- 
certain if their houses remain.” 

To be fair, every sector of the 
Northern California economy has been 
hurt by the fires — from winemakers 
to hotel workers to pizza parlors. But 
marijuana farmers in the fire’s path are 
going through a uniquely awful form 
of stress. Their businesses are perfectly 
legal and they pay taxes, but due to 
insurance laws, they couldn’t get cov- 
erage for their property and can’t be 
compensated for their losses. 

“The opportunity of legal cannabis 
is in ashes for many longtime Califor-

nia growers and their communities,” 
the California Growers Association 
says in a statement. “These growers 
have spent their life savings getting 
permits and preparing for state licens- 
es. Recovery will be especially difficult 
because cannabis is a dramatically 
under-insured crop; growers can’t get 
loans and won't qualify for federal re- 
covery funds.” 

Federal disaster-recovery money 
can be denied to legal marijuana farms, 
because cannabis is still illegal under 
federal law. President Trump and At- 
torney General Jeff Sessions are spite- 
ful enough to do just that. 

Adding insult to injury, none of the 
marijuana farms had crop insurance 
— because they’re not allowed to buy 
it. Insurance companies won't cover 
cannabis businesses, because weed is 
still federally illegal. A tiny number of 
cannabis-insurance providers do exist, 











but will only cover general injury liabil- 
ities or marijuana grown indoors. 

But the biggest setback is that 
growers have to keep their cash savings 
on the premises. Cannabis business- 
es can't put money in banks, which 
also fall under federal law. One Santa 
Rosa grow called Mystic Spring Farms 
had $2 million worth of marijuana 
and $10,000 in cash savings go up in 
smoke overnight. 

Even those grow operations that 
weren't in the line of the wildfires 
could suffer terrible losses. The fires 
probably won't affect the price or avail- 
ability of cannabis, but any plants ex- 
posed to smoke and ash could be dam- 
aged or susceptible to contaminants. 

“It’s too early to know how this is 
going to impact the grows that were 
not directly burned but may have been 
exposed to ash and other toxic chemi- 
cals from the fires,’ Madame Cannoli, 
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manager for hash producer Frenchy 
Cannoli, tells SF Weekly. 

Plenty of negative variables have 
put North Bay cultivators in a terrible 
spot. But one factor is coming through 
for them — the generosity of the com- 
munity. 

Online fundraising campaigns have 
raised tens of thousands of dollars 
for the growers. Both San Francisco 
locations of the SPARC dispensary are 
collecting donations of nonperishable 
foods, toiletries, and pet foods. 

“For every story of loss, I am hear- 
ing three stories of bravery and five 
stories of hope,” Allen said last week. 
“Our community is strong, and we are 
going to get through this together.”

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The Other Free 
Speech Debate 


A logging company sued 
Greenpeace under legislation 
targeted at the Mafia.

As backers of far-right speak- 


ers on campuses express free speech 
outrage, activists facing legal fallout 
from the institutions they challenge 
are asking for a signal boost. 

Greenpeace is one of multiple 
nonprofits targeted under an an- 
ti-racketeering law in recent years — 
most recently in a case by a logging 
company that could cost them $300 
million in Canadian currency. 

Resolute Forest Products filed the 
suit in May 2016, claiming Green- 
peace violated the Racketeer Influ- 
enced and Corrupt Organizations 
(RICO) Act, which allows plaintiffs 
to sue for three times the damages 
they suffered. Originally created to 
take down organized crime, in this 
case the law was used to argue that 
Greenpeace committed global fraud 
by raising funds based on false and 
misleading claims. 

The suit, pointing to losses from 
Greenpeace’s campaign branding 
Resolute as a destroyer of forests, 
was filed in Augusta, Ga. — but that 
court kicked it to California earlier 
this year. 

“This is a classic case of a big 
company trying to silence its critics 
for their opinions on matters of pub- 
lic concern,’ Greenpeace attorney 
Laura Handman says in a statement. 
Should Resolute win damages, she 
adds, it “would have a chilling, in- 
deed freezing, effect on speech.” 

Nine environmental groups and 
12 media groups joined Greenpeace 
as amici — or parties that give in- 
formation that may be used in court 
— Handman says. She argues that 
just 26 of 218 alleged defamatory 
statements were made by the defen- 
dants, only one of which was made 
within the one-year 
statute of limitations in 
Georgia. 

Much of the focus 
at a packed hearing in 
San Francisco’s federal 
court last week was on 
Canada’s boreal forest, 
for which Resolute 
says the groups spread 
misinformation about 
the harm inflicted by its 
logging. But Handman 
argues that Resolute 
planting more than 1 
billion trees to offset 
deforestation doesn’t 
make Greenpeace’s 
claims of harm done 
to endangered caribou 
and indigenous people 


untrue. 

Resolute lawyer Michael J. Bowe 
— who's from the same law firm 
started by Donald Trump’s personal 
lawyer, Marc Kasowitz — says Res- 
olute is simply trying to recover rep- 
utational harm from Greenpeace’s 
campaign to gather emotion-driven 
donations. 

“Nobody has a First Amendment 
right to publish recklessly or inten- 
tionally false claims, which is what 
Greenpeace did here to Resolute,” 
Bowe told SF Weekly before the 
judge’s decision. “I think the judge 
made very clear he takes the case 
seriously and was on top of the rele- 
vant issues.” 

U.S. District Judge Jon S. Ti- 
gar asked how the equation could 
be changed if Resolute claimed 
Greenpeace knowingly spread GPS 
coordinates in 2012 that made Res- 
olute appear to be logging where it 
was not. Handman said her client 
corrected the mistake once it was 
brought to their attention. 

“They don't like that Stand and 
Greenpeace criticized them, but 
they offered nothing new,” Stand’s 
Executive Director Todd Paglia says. 
“There’s nothing in there where they 
could possibly give information that 
shows that any of us intended to put 
out [false] information.” 

Greenpeace is also under legal 
pressure by Energy Transfer Part- 
ners, which filed a lawsuit earlier 
this year alleging the conserva- 
tionists incited vandalism to raise 
money and block the Dakota Access 
Pipeline. The groups raised alarms 
over the precedent these suits could 
set to deter nonprofits from speak- 
ing up against wealthy companies. 

Ultimately, Tigar threw out the 
case and noted that Greenpeace and 
Stand engaged in protected free 
speech. He also sided with the non- 
profits in evoking the anti-Strategic 
Lawsuits Against Public Participa- 
tion statute, which paves the way 
for their legal fees to be covered by 
Resolute. 

Resolute has three weeks to file 
an amended complaint.

Who decides when to send those emergency notifications to your phone?

We all had a good laugh one hot day 


in September, when everyone in San Francisco 
received three or four phone alerts from city offi- 
cials telling us, “High temps expected” and “drink 
water.’ But since then, sudden tragedies like the 
North Bay fires and the Las Vegas music festival 
shooting have shown that those regional emer- 
gency alerts are no laughing matter. 

In fact, Sonoma County officials are facing 
heavy criticism for not sending emergency alerts 
during the outbreak of the Tubbs and Nuns fires 
(and subsequent evacuations). While they may 
sometimes be laughable, alerts can save lives. 

But who decides when they'll will be sent? 
And how are they targeted to recipients in spe- 
cific geographic areas? 

The messages that make everyone’s phones 
go off at the same time are officially called 
Wireless Emergency Alerts. They’re limited to 
90 characters — though they can be as many as

BART trains roll toward a quieter 
future. 


It’s happened to all of us. You’re on 
BART, heading to a show at the Fox Theater ora 
drink at Temescal Brewery, chatting happily 
with a friend, when the train picks up speed 
through the Transbay Tube. As the car flies 
through the tunnel, the doors rattle, the 
wheels grind against the rails, and a high- 


pitched shrieking drowns out the conversation. 


Anyone with headphones on turns up the vol- 
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360 characters on 4G LTE networks — and can 
be sent out by government agencies or public 
safety organizations. Even President Trump can 
send you one if he’s mad that you're not reading 
his tweets. 

Those Sept. 27 “High temps expected” alerts 
directed residents to sfdph.org, the website of 
the San Francisco Department of Public Health. 
But the alerts weren't sent by that department. 
The messages came from a different city hall 
entity: the San Francisco Department of Emer- 
gency Management. 

“We have the ability through the FCC to send 
these messages,” Francis Zamora, director of 
the Department of Emergency Management 
External Affairs, tells SF Weekly. “It’s a powerful 
resource, and one we don't take lightly.” 

Depending on their jurisdiction, agencies can 
send emergency alerts to an entire city or state, 
or just an individual neighborhood. 

“We can send a message to mobile phone 
towers in a defined geographic area,’ Zamora ex- 


ume. Dogs cower in their carriers. Friends sink 
into silence. This is our reality on BART in 
2OL7: 

But change is on the horizon. BART an- 
nounced this week that it launched a new 
effort to reduce “metal-on-metal contact 
and its consequences.” The process involves 
a slight tapering of the wheels that could re- 
duce the train’s noise output by 15 decibels. 
This would make it quieter for passengers, 
but also for residents of West Oakland, Te- 
mescal, Fruitvale, and other neighborhoods 
where houses sit close to the tracks. 

The improvements go hand-in-hand with 
the rollout of the 1,081 cars that make up 
BART’s Fleet of the Future. Among other 
features, these new trains have doors that 
“micro-plug,” sealing out noise. 


plains. “If your mobile device is pinging a tower 
in that defined geographic area, then you will 
receive the message.” 

But the geographic targeting is not complete- 
ly precise, and alerts sent to San Franciscans 
may also be received by residents of adjacent 
areas like Daly City. “We can send a message to 
all towers in San Francisco, but you can receive a 
message in Daly City if your phone is pinging a 
San Francisco tower, Zamora says. 

Local and federal authorities were granted 
the power to send Wireless Emergency Alerts 
through a piece of George W. Bush-era legis- 
lation called the SAFE Port Act of 2006. But 
despite the name, text alerts don’t have much 
to do with the safety and security of ports and 
harbors. The emergency alert powers were just 
some extra legislative pork tacked onto the 
SAFE Port Act. (That legislation also inexplicably 
includes internet gambling bans that have noth- 
ing to do with port safety.) 

While it might seem like the government is 
texting you, Wireless Emergency Alerts are not 
technically text messages: They make a different 
sound than text messages, and they use differ- 
ent technology to ensure that all intended recip- 
ients get the alerts right away. 

Your cellular service carrier has the option 
of refusing to transmit the e mergency alerts, 
but most carriers do automatically enroll their 
customers to receive them. 

That said, you can opt out from receiving the 
alerts if you don’t want them. Alert capability 
can be disabled in your phone's settings, though 
the process varies for different models. 

But there is one unfortunate exception: 
You're not allowed to disable alerts from the 
president. So if Trump decides to send everyone 
Wireless Emergency Alerts instead of tweeting, 
you ll never be able to block him.

BART engineers have also turned their at- 
tention to the rails: The system will undergo 
six grinding passes to remove the corruga- 
tion that naturally occurs on the tracks with 
daily wear and tear. “Once finished, passen- 
gers can expect to hum along our tracks at 
comfortable noise levels, no longer having to 
worry about whether a banshee has been let 
loose in the tunnels,” BART’s report states. 

These changes will make a drastic dif- 
ference for commuters — but don’t expect 
them to appear anytime soon. It will take 
until 2019 to roll out the new wheels, and 
five years to grind the 235-mile system six 
times over. In the meantime, we suggest 
noise-cancelling headphones and music with 
deep bass to drown out the agonizing sounds 
of our transit system.

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Safe(r) to be Queer Here 


LGBT and HIV-positive Californians 
earned major victories in Sacramento last 
weekend.

While Donald Trump continues to prove 
he’s not an ally in the slightest to his LGBT constitu- 
ents, California marches steadily forward in its protec- 
tion of queer residents. 

This weekend, Gov. Jerry Brown signed Senate 
Bill 179 — known as the Gender Recognition Act — 
which allows residents of the state to use a gender 
marker other than “F” or “M” on drivers’ licenses and 
birth certificates. This move not only grants people 
the freedom to legally identify as non-binary, but also 
makes it possible for people to change their gender on 
documents without a physician’s letter. 

Brown also signed a bill that offers protection 
against discrimination for LGBT seniors in long-term 
elder-care facilities. State Bill 219 — or the LGBT 
Senior Bill of Rights — was introduced in February 
by Sen. Scott Wiener and Assemblyman David Chiu. 
It dictates that senior homes are not allowed to bar 
entry to residents based on sexual orientation, gender 
identity, or HIV status — which, based on a 2011 
study, was a legitimate fear for 89 percent of queer 
seniors nationwide. 

“Our LGBT seniors built the modern LGBT com- 
munity and were on the front lines of so many battles 
to expand our civil rights and fight the AIDS epidemic 
in its earliest and most horrific days,’ Wiener says. 
“They deserve to age with dignity and respect, and 
that means making sure our long-term care facilities 
have culturally competent policies and procedures in 
place.” 

Last but certainly not least, Brown updated a dra- 
conian law that criminalized HIV-positive individuals 
who “solicited” sex. Under SB-239, all felony charges 
for solicitation are now lowered to a misdemeanor. 

Created at the height of the HIV scare in the 
1980s, the original law was sloppily written; even if 
a sexual act didn’t take place, the suspect could be 
charged with a felony. A study of the more than 800 
HIV-positive people who came into contact with the 
criminal system under this law in the past three de- 
cades showed that 95 percent were convicted under 
the felony solicitation law. 

But in the past 30 years, medical advancements 
have dramatically changed the ways in which HIV 
is transmitted and treated. Sup. Jeff Sheehy, who 
replaced Wiener in District 8, blasted the antiquated 
legal framework at a press conference earlier this 
year. “You have someone who is HIV-positive like me, 
where their disease is completely suppressed, who can 
have sex with someone who is on PrEP, and the risk 
of transmission is zero,’ he said. “Yet according to the 
way this law is written, the HIV-positive person would 
be liable for prosecution. This law should never have 
been written in the first place, it’s absolutely terrible 
for public health.” 

That Brown signed these bills together late Sunday 
night (while the nation’s leader tweeted hate messag- 
es to The New York Times) also serves as a statement 
to those running the shit show in Washington D.C. As 
Trump bans transgender people from the military and 
eliminates their protections in school and at work, 
California continues to pass bill after bill undoing that 
work, and slowly raises a big middle finger to our pa- 
thetic excuse for a president.

How to Make 
Cannabis Work 


in San Francisco: 
Part Il 


Activist Terrance Alan 
highlights where S.F's new 
adult-use ordinance falls short 
onresponsible consumption 
laws, Compassionate care 
programs, and equity permits. 


Thanks to Prop 64, adult-use 
cannabis is coming to California on 
Jan. 1. But is San Francisco ready? 

On Sept. 26, District 8 Sup. Jeff 
Sheehy introduced an ordinance to 
address the numerous facets of how 
adult-use will work for the city. Can- 
nabis activist Terrance Alan says that 
while the bill offers a good start, it still 
leaves much work to be done. 

“We have a 70-page ordinance,” 
Alan says. “That’s not a bad thing. I can 
understand why everybody might feel 
it’s rather daunting, but we have to 
remember what we're doing.” 

When one stops to tally everything 
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that San Francisco’s Board of Supervi- 
sors and recently established Office of 
Cannabis have been asked to address, 
suddenly those 70 pages hardly seem 
sufficient. Before adult-use can get 
underway, the city will need rules de- 
fining where dispensaries can operate, 
how permitting will work, how medical 
operations will be differentiated from 
their recreational counterparts, and 
much more. The ordinance currently 
under consideration speaks to some 
of these matters, but leaves others 
unclarified. 

For Alan, who was instrumental 
in establishing San Francisco's En- 
tertainment Commission, there are 
several key areas the ordinance needs 
to improve, the first of which is the 
compassion component of the medical 
cannabis industry. 

“Compassion was the foundation on 
which the medical cannabis dispensary 
was allowed to occur,” Alan says. “It 
started with Dennis Peron’s 
buyer’s club on Market 
Street. If you went there, 
they won't turn you away 
because you didn’t have 
$100 in your pocket. They 
would give you something.” 

Peron, known lovingly 
as the godfather of medical 
cannabis, opened the San 
Francisco Cannabis Buyers 





Club — the first public marijuana 
dispensary in the country — in 1992. 
He would go on to serve as coauthor 
for California’s Proposition 215, the 
groundbreaking legislation that, in 
1996, became the first medical marijua- 
na initiative approved at the state level. 

Alan is concerned that San Francisco 
has yet to include in its legislation a 
clear mandate for cannabis retailers to 
participate in a compassion program. 

“What do people do that can’t afford 
this medicine?” he asks. “Since it’s not 
covered by insurance, how are they go- 
ing to get access? The very people who 
can’t afford it may very well be the very 
people whose lives we need to save by 
offering them cannabis.” 

In addition, there need to be rules 
addressing responsible adult consump- 
tion. As things stand, it will be legal to 
purchase cannabis at various locations 
around the city, but illegal to consume 
it almost everywhere. 

“The legislation, as proposed, puts a 
noose around the neck of an entrepre- 
neur seeking to provide a location for 
responsible adult 
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consumption,’ Alan says. 

Cannabis consumption, at present, 
can’t take place in public view, can’t 
occur anywhere where alcohol or food 
is served, and can’t be visible from the 
street. That essentially leaves qualified 
consumers to enjoy their cannabis in 
dedicated smokers’ lounges. 

“It’s basically a stoner den for pa- 
tients,” Alan says, “which is fine, but 
that’s not the future of this market- 
place.” 

He also worries about the impact 
that having no place to toke up will 
have on the expected tourism boom 


California’s pivot to adult-use may have. 


In a June article, the L.A. Times wrote 
that the state’s Bureau of Marijuana 
Control estimates tourists spend over 
$122 billion a year, “much of it on lei- 
sure goods and services.” 

How, then, does San Francisco 
expect to sell visitors on the appeal of 
cannabis, if the city offers no appealing 
places to consume it? 

“We are not going to stop people 
from [consuming] cannabis just be- 

cause the Department of 
Public Health said we can’t,” 
Alan says. “So why make 
people into criminals? Why 
give the Police Department 
another set of unenforce- 
able laws they can use to 
target demographics that 
they feel are particularly 
troubling?” 
This point leads Alan to 

perhaps the murkiest as-

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pect of the ordinance: equity. 

Some may recall that Oakland 
made headlines when it announced 
intentions to issue half of its initial 
adult-use permits to individuals who 
were adversely affected by discrimina- 
tory marijuana laws. Now San Fran- 
cisco is poised to do the same. 

Sheehy’s ordinance outlines that 
all retail cannabis permit seekers 
must meet the eligibility require- 
ments as an equity applicant. The 
problem? No one is quite sure how 
the city is defining the term. 

“I don’t have a good solution,” 
Alan concedes. “If the city wants only 
equity, than it’s got to get its act to- 
gether and figure that out, and have 
enough input from the community so 
that when they make the gavel hit the 
table, they don’t have a lot of people 
pissed off about who got put in and 
who got left out.” 

For now, the time has come for 
concerned citizens to make their voic- 
es heard by contacting their supervi- 
sor by email, phone, or, ideally in-per- 
son. As the Board of Supervisors 
weighs the ordinance and works to 
fill the numerous gaps left in the lan- 
guage, the input of patients, business 
owners, advocates, and industry pro- 
fessionals may ultimately be a deciding 
factor in how adult-use takes shape.

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lf Pg&E Knew Of Unsafe 
Conditions, Utility Company 
May Be Liable In North Bay Fires

This week's question comes from Tom M. 


in the Excelsior, who writes: 


Q: “My parents own a home in Santa 
Rosa. It burned down in the fires last week. 
| have heard that PG&E may have known 


there were dead branches or sparking trans- 


formers and that they didn't care for their 
lines and that may have started the fire. 


What is my parent's recourse If this is true.” 


A: Tom, my deepest heartfelt sympathies 
for you and your family. Losing a home Is 
like losing a loved one; there are so many 
memories, and it is such a sacred place of 
safety and comfort. 


As of now, there has been no determina- 


tion of the cause and origin of the fire, so 
it's too early to assign fault. But if | assume 
that PG&E may have responsibility — | am 
not saying they do — then the following 
analysis would apply ... 

A general proposition about the respon- 
sibility for the management of property can 
be found in California Civil Code Section 
1714 (a), which reads: “Everyone Is respon- 
sible, not only for the result of his or her 


willful acts, but also for an injury occa- 
sioned to another by his or her want of ordi- 
nary care or skill in the management of his 
or her property or person, except so far as 
the latter has, willfully or by want of ordi- 
nary care, brought the injury upon himself or 
herself.” 

PG&E Is a utility. They are regulated by 
the Public Utilities Commission that sets 
tariffs (rates) and have created rules and 
regulations that control the utilities con- 
duct. These rules are issued in General Or- 
ders. General Order 95 covers the 
management of vegetation around power 
lines. It reads: “Where overhead conductors 
traverse trees and vegetation, safety and 
reliability of service demand that certain 
vegetation management activities be per- 
formed in order to establish necessary and 
reasonable clearances, the minimum clear- 
ances set forth in Table 1, Cases 13 and 14, 
measured between line conductors and 
vegetation under normal conditions, shall 
be maintained.” These requirements apply 
to all overhead electrical supply and com- 
munication facilities that are covered by 
this General Order, including facilities on 
lands owned and maintained by California 
state and local agencies. 


When a supply or communication com- 
pany has actual knowledge, obtained ei- 
ther through normal operating practices or 
notification to the company, that dead, rot- 
ten or diseased trees or dead, rotten or 
diseased portions of otherwise healthy 
trees overhang or lean toward and may fall 
into a span of supply or communication 
lines, said trees or portions thereof should 
be removed. 

Communication and electric supply cir- 
cuits, energized at 750 volts or less, in- 
cluding their service drops, should be kept 
clear of vegetation in new construction 
and when circuits are reconstructed or re- 
paired, whenever practicable. When a 
Supply or communication company has ac- 
tual knowledge, obtained either through 
normal operating practices or notification 
to the company, that Its circuit energized 
at 750 volts or less shows strain or evi- 
dences abrasion from vegetation contact, 
the condition shall be corrected by reducing 
conductor tension, rearranging or replacing 
the conductor, pruning the vegetation, or 
placing mechanical protection on the con- 
ductor(s). For the purpose of this rule, abra- 
sion is defined as damage to the insulation 


resulting from the friction between the veg- 


etation and conductor. Scuffing or polishing 
of the insulation or covering is not consid- 


ered abrasion. Strain on a conductor Is pres- 


ent when vegetation contact significantly 


compromises the structural integrity of sup- 


ply or communication facilities. Contact be- 
tween vegetation and conductors, in and of 
itself, does not constitute a nonconfor-

mance with the rule. 

Table 1 of Section Ill of General Order 95, 
case number 13 and 14 set the require- 
ments for clearance of vegetation around 
power lines from 18 inches (1.5 feet) to 120 
inches (12 feet) depending on the amount of 
voltage and the location of the service 1.e., 
urban, residential or extreme and Very High 
Fire Threat Zones. 

If PG&E knew or should have known 
about these conditions or had an inade- 
quate inspection, monitoring or mainte- 
nance program to Identify and rectify these 
conditions, then it may be held civilly liable 
for damages. For the people injured or the 
loved ones who were killed, there may be 
personal injury lawsuits to recover not only

the value of the property lost but also eco- 
nomic damages — both real property 
(housing, landscaping) and personal prop- 
erty (furniture, clothes, cars) — as well as 
non-economic damages such as pain, suf- 
fering, emotional distress, grief and anxiety. 
For those who suffered property loss only, 
they, too, have a right of recovery. 

Your parents need to report their loss to 
their insurance company as soon as possi- 
ble, and | recommend that you talk to a rep- 
utable, experienced trial lawyer to help you 
understand your legal options.

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Costumes Beyond Halloween

Pop-up stores like Spirit take ad- 
vantage of creepy dead retail space, cash 
in on Halloween, and then, a few days 
into November, check out, leaving piles 
of crumpled cellophane and cheap tutus 
in their wake. 

But in places like San Francisco, res- 
idents always have something to dress 
up for — drag shows, art exhibit open- 
ings, Burning Man, Bay to Breakers 
— and few year-round places are left to 
accommodate the demand. 

“San Francisco is such a quirky and 
vibrant city,’ Fantasy Clothing owner 
Lisa Serdengecti says. “Any day of the 
week a person can find an opportunity 
to put a costume on.” 

While retail faces a looming nation- 
wide crisis spurred, in part, by online 
shopping and changing spending pref- 
erences, Fantasy Clothing expanded 
into San Francisco from San Rafael 
nine years ago when a SoMa warehouse 
opened up. The original store opened in 
1982, Serdengecti says. 
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Even with dress-up demands unique 
to San Francisco, soaring rents and in- 
ternet shopping have posed a problem. 
In order to survive, Serdengecti says 
they need to stay on top of current 
affairs and costume trends, while cre- 
ating their own products and offering 
vintage items. 

“It makes a store owner stay on 
their toes and ‘stay different,’ ” she 
says. “The key is being unique with 
your own personal touch.” 

Indeed, people seem to recognize 
something different about permanent 
specialty stores like 27-year-old Cos- 
tumes on Haight, judging by the lines 
out the door in the days leading up to 
Halloween. The charismatic store man- 
ager, who professionally goes by “Your 
Pal, Gordo,” says they don't like more 
than 12 people in the store so they can 
give people proper one-on-one help. 

This creates a personal shopping 
experience, where Gordo says em- 
ployees help turn nebulous ideas into 
expert-looking costumes by starting 
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with questions like: “What’s the situa- 
tion? Are you going trick-or-treating? 
Are you going to a work party? Are you 
trying to get laid? 

“Are you trying to be offensive? If 
so, let’s get you something that’s of- 
fensively scary,’ he adds. 

Year-round stores like Costumes 
on Haight are, as Gordo puts it, “Hal- 
loween professionals” that employ 
adults who have years of expertise in 
wig fittings, makeup application and 
designing costumes. As the retail land- 
scape changes, the store is evolving 
into more of a boutique. 

“What we do here is so different 
that people aren’t used to it,” Gordo 
says. ‘Maybe people’s tastes have 
changed.” 

For example, younger consumers 
seem to be accustomed to ordering 
online, figuring it out for themselves, 
not trying on items, or buying some- 
thing cheap, Gordo says. While Wal- 
greens makeup will wear off two hours 
after partying, Costumes on Haight 
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is specially authorized to carry Holly- 
wood-grade makeup like Ben Nye. 

“We call it kid stuff,” Gordo says of 
Walgreens makeup. “We're adults. We 
carry adult stuff.” 

Costumes on Haight’s founder Dan- 
ny Tague had stores in Sacramento and 
Davis in the 1980s, Gordo says. And 
while there are year-round stores in cit- 
ies like Los Angeles and New York, they 
seem to be more focused on serving the 
entertainment industry. 

Like Fantasy Clothing, Costumes 
on Haight makes its own hard-to-find 
costumes for pop culture staples like 
HBO’s Westworld. Piedmont Boutique 
and RAE Costumes also focus on cos- 
tumes year-round, while stores like 
Fantastico and S.F. Party piggyback se- 
lections of stock party decorations and 
craft supplies. 

In recent years, Costumes on Haight 
has added novelty items like a Game of 
Thrones dragon cuff and X-Files note- 
books to expand interest. People pick 
up wacky items, like bolo ties and medi- 
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eval rings, for everyday life. 

But this year’s Halloween trends 
are too early to determine, Gordo says 
— though Hugh Hefner and Wonder 
Woman will likely be more popular 
than in the past. A celebrity death or vi- 
ral video often catches Halloween sup- 
pliers by surprise, like Psy’s “Gangnam 
Style” in October 2012, which sparked 
an immediate demand for blue tuxedos. 

The lines may go down halfway 
down the block the weekend before 
Halloween celebrations start, but 
Gordo says they appease customers 
by adding entertainment like clown 
performances, horror movies, and free 
candy for the wait — which hardly ever 
takes more than half an hour. 

“The experience starts when you 
show up, Gordo says. “Before you set 
foot in the store, we have ideas for

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The Best Duds in Town

An unassuming black door on 
Market Street opens to a long hallway. 
Beaten up mailboxes line the wall on the 
left, and a creaky old elevator — the kind 
that takes several seconds for its door to 
open — is on the right, transporting of- 
fice workers to the floors above. 

But follow the hallway toward the 
back and you will reach another door, 
behind which is the largest collection 
of theater costumes in the entire city. 
The two-floor storage space holds tens 
of thousands of outfits, ranging from 
fat suits to Elizabethan gowns. This 
is the costume shop at the American 
Conservatory Theater, and unbe- 
knownst to many San Franciscans, its 
stock is available to rent. 

Jef Valentine, an A.C.T. alum and 
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part-time drag queen with the moni- 
ker Valentine, has 12 years under his 
belt as inventory manager of this vast 
collection. It falls on him to ensure 
that size medium seersucker shirts 
are neatly ordered in one section, 
and Hairspray-era glittery gowns are 
in another. On the first floor, huge 
industrial shelves reach to the ceiling, 
sagging with large plastic containers 
neatly labeled with tags like “gloves, 
size M.” 

There’s even a rack full of dona- 
tions that need to be processed. 

“Everyone's grandma dies at some 
point, and they don’t know what to 
do with her fur,” Valentine explains. 

But downstairs is where the real 
awe-inducing rows of costumes live. 
The enormous basement — which 
used to be home to an artificial limb 


——

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factory and a speakeasy — stretches 
the full width of the block, from 
Market Street to Stevenson Street. 
The dozens of impeccably organized 
racks are overloaded (it takes effort 
to extract a dress) and hats hang in 
tidy lines from the ceiling. 

Aside from gifts, every costume in 
the space has, at one time, been in an 
A.C.T. production. 

“We created costume rentals in 
the late 80s, right after the Loma 
Prieta earthquake damaged our 
theater,” Valentine says. “The whole 
proscenium fell down; the place was 
not retrofitted. A.C.T.’s future was 
looking dire. We were desperately 
looking for ways to bring in revenue. 
We took stock of our assets, and cos- 
tumes was one of them.” 

The costume-rental program has 
since taken off, and Valentine is one 
of two full-time employees who run 
the program. Other theater compa- 
nies with small budgets often rent 
the show’s outfits. The theater’s rig- 
orous MFA program keeps the cos- 
tume staff busy, with 10 to 12 shows 
to dress each year. And individuals 
who want to dress up for Halloween, 
a themed wedding, or a Game of 
Thrones viewing party can also rent 
costumes, at $175 a pop. 

The price might seem steep, but 
it’s actually something of a bargain. 
Costumes are tailored to fit the cus- 
tomer, and the outfits include the 
whole shebang, from shoes to hats. 
Clients can have the outfit for a full 
week, and there’s no fear of acci- 
dentally wearing the same thing as 
someone else. 

“What we do here is really unique 
— coming here you've got access to 
50 years’ worth of regional costum- 
ing,’ Valentine says. “Nothing here 
comes out of a crinkly cellophane 
bag. We don’t have commercial char- 
acters, we don’t have a Darth Vader. 
But if you want to be a character in 
period clothing from just about any 
time period that you can think of, in 
any country, that’s what we have.” 

With this vast and historically 
accurate inventory, hardcore fans 
of certain TV shows or time periods 
often pop in to scour the racks. Mad 
Men and Downton Abbey brought in 
clientele, as has Game of Thrones. 
Which George R. R. Martin character 
is the most lusted after? 

“The blond girl with the dragons,” 
Valentine says, “and Jon Snow.” 

While pop culture influences

costumes — steampunk had a revival 
after Mad Max, for example — some 
trends don’t seem to fade. 

“Gatsby. That is the most consis- 
tent theme that’s remained popular 
the whole time I’ve been here,” 
Valentine says. “There’s a Speak- 
easy nightclub in town that’s an 
interactive experience people dress 
for. The Leonardo DiCaprio film 
gave it a whole new shot in the arm. 
It’s a theme that people just never 
seem to get tired of — they’ll throw 
Gatsby-themed holiday parties and 
weddings. 

“But we don’t have the little 
fringy dress and the sequined head- 
band,” he clarifies. “We have elegant, 
1920s day and evening wear that peo- 
ple would really wear.” 

Halloween is, of course, a popular 
time for the costume rental shop — 
but there are other big events that 
draw crowds. Held every January, 
the Edwardian Ball brings hundreds 
from around the country to dress 
up in what organizers describe as a 
“Neo-Victorian gothic and steam- 
punk-tinged distant past.” 
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And the post-earthquake business 
plan seems to be working. All pro- 
ceeds from costume rentals support 
the theater, and the staff keeps busy. 

“With all the changes San Fran- 
cisco’s been through — and with the 
demographic who lives here, and all of 
the building and the construction and 
the new people — one thing that does 
remain consistent is that San Francis- 
co is a dress-up city,’ Valentine says. 
“We always have been, and I love that 
about San Francisco.” 

While clothes definitely fly off the 
racks the closer it gets to big events, 
“We're never going to run out of 
costumes,’ Valentine says. “Thinking 
ahead is great, because we get more 
picked over — of course — the closer 
it gets to Halloween. But we’ve got 
a lot of stuff here. I don’t think we’ve 
ever turned a pirate away. We can al- 
ways get one more pirate out of stock.”

Normally, when you’re hosting 
a party, you don’t want your co-host to 
die.

“The very first time I performed, 
we were doing our end-of-semester 
variety show,’ Sheets says, describing 
a sort of curse in which “everyone 
who surrounds themselves around 
me dies. The light kind of shut off and

Best known for giallo, the Italian 
genre of art-schlock horror made 
during the 1970s and ’80s, the 
77-year-old director Dario Argento 
worked on a number of spaghetti 
Westerns before turning out erotic, 
bloody psychological thrillers like 
Suspiria, Creepers, and Demons.

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In Need ot a Fix

For two decades, the Hiram W. 
Johnson State Office Building on Golden 
Gate Avenue — a place where judges, law- 
yers, elected officials, and political activ- 
ists go to work their magic — has 
contained a large Martin Wong painting 
on its lower level. Lion Dancers, which de- 
picts a Chinatown New Year’s parade, is 
Wong at his best. The artwork is full of fi- 
ery reds and oranges, full of intricate de- 
tails — the dragons are deliciously 
ferocious — and full of people experienc- 
ing every kind of emotion: laughter, joy, 
fright, and more. 

Wong himself was “more.” He was 
a Chinese-American artist from San 
Francisco who embraced his primary 
ethnic culture but also many others, 
including prison culture, graffiti culture, 
and Latin culture, becoming a bona 
fide member of groups that thought of 
Wong as a brother. 

Wong, whose father was half-Mex- 
ican and half-Chinese, was a fixture in 
New York for many years. In the 1980s, 
when New York art scholar Yasmin 
Ramirez described him as a “first-gener- 
ation Chino-Latino artist” who “bridged 
the gaps between the Asian and Puerto 
Rican communities on the Lower East 
Side,” he approved. Wong also bridged 
many artistic gaps, including one 
between Asian painting, homoerotic 
imagery, and firefighter scenes. When 
Ramirez interviewed Wong at age 50, 
in 1996 — two years after he was diag- 
nosed with AIDS — Wong said he was 
at peace with his career. 

“When I was younger,’ he said, “I 
was always paranoid that I would die 
before I could finish my paintings — 
and at a certain point, I actually fin- 
ished them.” 

Wong’s paintings at BAMPFA, ina 
retrospective called “Martin Wong: Hu- 
man Instamatic,” reveal an artist who 
accomplished what every artist dreams 
of: namely, articulating a personal 
vision that’s profoundly unique and stir- 
ring. Wong amalgamated a myriad of ar- 
tistic influences to create his own “Mar- 
tin Wong style,” which reaches a kind of 
apotheosis in the 1987 painting called 
Sweet ‘Enuff, where he depicts a night- 
time scene in which young skateboard- 
ers — surrounded by barbed wire and 
faded brick buildings — fly through the 
air next to a man sleeping on his boom 
box. The man, in turn, is adjacent to two 
mustachioed firefighters, who are all 
below a mapped constellation of stars 
and a motif of sign-language hands.

The colors, balance, and perspective are 
somewhat reminiscent of Rembrandt’s 
The Night Watch or an ancient Chinese 
screen painting, but Wong squeezes 
everything into the scene on his own 
terms. One of the skateboarders looks 
right at the viewer, and so does one of 
the firemen — as if Wong himself were 
the object of their gaze. 

Other works at BAMPFA include the 
1983-84 King Heroin, a red-and-black 
scroll-like painting with a haunting 
written confessional — “I was hunted 
and sought by FBI agents and narco 
dicks but mostly by addicts in need of 
a fix” — and 1992’s In the Studio, an 
oval painting with a role reversal. In 
it, two Asian artists are doing a live 
nude study of an Asian man, whose 
outline suggests a kind of religious halo 
enveloping his body. The model’s tepid 
expression contrasts with the satiated 
look on one of the painters’ faces. 

“His works are mesmerizing in their 
detail,” Mark Dean Johnson, professor 
of art at San Francisco State Univer- 
sity and director of the Martin Wong 
Foundation, tells SF Weekly. Hip-hop, 
psychedelia, folk art, and contemporary 
fine art were among the many other

into BAMPFA’s 
main gallery, and surveying Wong’s 
formidable output — and then reading 
that he supported himself by working 
at the Metropolitan’s bookstore in 
1987 — is to wonder why Wong wasn't 
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better celebrated during his lifetime. 

Constance M. Lewallen, an adjunct 
curator at BAMPFA who assembled this 
iteration of “Martin Wong: Human In- 
stamatic” — and who curated DeFeo’s 
first retrospective, at Philadelphia’s 
Moore College of Art and Design in 
1996, after which it, too, traveled to 
BAMPFA — says Wong is a product of 
the 1960s, when commercial success 
wasn't a goal for every artist. 

“There’s a funny story about how, 
just before his first gallery show, he 
went out on the street and started sell- 
ing his paintings for $20 or $30,” Le- 
wallen tells SF Weekly. “His dealer said, 
‘What are you doing?’ He relished his 
outsider status. And there was a kind 
of ethos in the Bay Area at that time 
and Jay DeFeo’s time about anti-com- 
mercialism, and being deliberately 
anti-gallery.” 

Wong’s increased visibility includes 
his foundation’s scholarship support 
for art students at San Francisco State, 
Humboldt State University (which 
Wong attended), Arizona State Univer- 
sity (which Wong’s father attended), 
and NYU. After Wong majored in 
ceramics at Humboldt State, he did 
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sketches and portraits of people on the 
streets of Eureka, where he advertised 
himself as a “Human Instamatic” for 
the speed with which he could work. 
Engaging with strangers was a pleasure 
for him. On New York’s Lower East 
Side, Wong found himself with ex-cons, 
junkies, and other people who didn’t 
mind living in rundown buildings in a 
rundown neighborhood. Wong painted 
the way they lived and the way he lived. 
He painted his fantasies, too. Both 
converged onto his canvases — words, 
bodies, and bricks that became Wong’s 
vision of his home away from home. 


The landscapes and waterways 
that Nicolo Sertorio photographs and 
frames at Corden | Potts Gallery are de- 
void of people, which isolates their 
beauty and complicates their distances.

Only the Creator 
Will Relocate Us 


In June, when Chip Thomas 
began wheat-pasting Only the Creator 
Will Relocate Us on an Oakland wall, he 
started with the upper-right-hand side, 
where the giant photo shows a baby be- 
ing lofted into the air. The child exhibits 
pure joy, and passersby lauded Thomas 
for his work. But then came the left-hand 
side, which has an upside-down Ameri- 
can flag flying in the wind. A police offi- 
cer stopped his car to call out its 
orientation as disrespectful. A fireman in 
a fire truck also stopped to speak. And 
then a military veteran walked by and 
confronted Thomas as the artist wheat- 
pasted that part on the wall. 

The vet was a supporter of Donald 
Trump. 

“By the time I finished the level 
where the flag is fully upside down, it 
was toward the end of the day,” Thom- 
as says, and he came and accosted 
me and the guy who was on the lift 
assisting me, and wanted to know ‘why 
the fucking flag was upside down, and 
that he fought for the flag and doesn’t 
appreciate it being disrespected in that 
way. Because we were up on the lift 
working, we really couldn’t engage him 
in a conversation, although my assis- 
tant tried to.” 

But Thomas has done his share 
of service, too. An African-American 
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“T envision this as pieces that re- 
semble found documents that seem to 
study human elements that changed 
the environment” and what could be 
“self-destructed civilization,” Serto- 
rio tells SF Weekly. “This series went 
through different museums in Europe, 
and the prints were actually aged by 
dipping them in tea, and giving them 
brownish borders. In the U.S., they’re 
printed on Japanese paper, which rein- 
forces the concept of a document, like a 
blueprint from an architectural studio.” 

Based in Oakland, the Italian-born 
Sertorio has lived in India and through- 
out Europe, and has seen patterns of 
environmental behavior that — in 
the long-term if not the short-term 
— threaten to collapse ecosystems. In 
“Once We Were Here,” Sertorio acts as 
a kind of art-world messenger, where 
each image’s picturesqueness belies an 
environmental tension that needs little 
introduction.

medical doctor who was born in North 
Carolina, he’s worked at a Navajo 
Nation clinic in Arizona for 30 years 
while doing street art under the name 
Jetsonorama. Two days after the initial 
confrontation, the vet came back, and 
this time, Thomas was standing on the 
sidewalk wheat-pasting the lower part. 

“He walked up and said, “You might 
recognize me from a couple of days 
ago. I just wanted to talk with you 
about the piece,” Thomas tells SF 
Weekly by phone from Arizona. “We 
talked, and he apologized for 
being so aggressive two days be- 
fore. He told me about the eight 
years he spent as a soldier in the 
U.S. Marines, and his experienc- 
es in Iraq and Afghanistan, and 
how he suffers from PTSD, and 
has anger-management issues 
and can’t sleep, and how he has 
definite triggers. Seeing the 
flag upside down was one of the 
triggers. But he has since come 
to see, through his experience 
in the military, how he really 
wasted eight years of his life 
fighting for an ideal that was an 
illusion. He was frustrated that 
he couldn’t get those eight years 
of his life back. He ended up 
crying.” 

And Thomas and the vet end- 
ed up hugging. “I thanked him,” 
Thomas says, “for coming back.” 

The 1984 photo that Thomas 
put up, taken by civil rights pho- 
tojournalist Dan Budnik — who’s 
also a friend — shows a Navajo 
land-rights protest against a gov- 


ernment relocation that forced thou- 
sands of Arizona Navajo to abandon 
their ancestral lands. The relocation 
resulted from a mining contract with 
an energy company widely regarded 
as unfairly negotiated and punitive 
to the tribe, whose mineral-rich ter- 
ritory is larger than West Virginia. A 
Southwestern curator working with 
Oakland’s Museum of Capitalism in- 
vited Thomas to be part of a pop-up 
exhibit about land use in a capitalist 
economy, and the museum picked the

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wall that now has Only the Creator Will 
Relocate Us. 

“The land is rich in natural resourc- 
es, including coal, oil, natural gas, ura- 
nium, and water in aquifers, and the 
Navajo people should be the richest 
people in the United States,” Thomas 
says. But because the reservation is 
really a case study in colonialism, the 
contracts for those resources were 
written in such a way that, at one point 
in the 1990s, the tribe was receiving 
less than 10 percent of the total profits

coming from those natural resources 
— and 20 percent of my patients now 
don’t have water or electricity.” 

While taggers have covered over 
much of the lower portion of Only the 
Creator Will Relocate Us, the work still 
draws looks from pedestrians in the 
area, which is just a few blocks from 
the Oakland Museum of California. The 
Navajo land-right protests, which have 
continued, are narrated in the 1985 
film, Broken Rainbow, which won the 
Academy Award for Best Documentary. 
Only the Creator Will Relocate Us 
tells the same story at a glance. 
And even that glance is enough 
to stir heated conversations 
about American expansion, 
patriotism, Native American 
rights, and what it means to be 
a citizen of the United States. 

Thomas puts up street pho- 
tography on the Navajo Nation, 
which serves a different purpose 
that complements his medical 
practice. Those photos tend to 
show families posing with pride 
or working the land, he says. 

“The imagery that I choose 
to put up in the community is 
a reflection back to the people 
of the beauty they’ve shared 
with me over the past 30 years,” 
Thomas says. “I’m attempting to 
create a line of wellness within 
the community that impacts 
them emotionally. My work in 
the clinic is an attempt to create 
an environment of wellness 
within the individual or within 
the family.”

H#itWasMe

Virtually every woman I know 
posted a status update to Facebook this 
weekend of a time she was sexually as- 
saulted or harassed, following Alyssa Mi- 
lano’s lead and appending the hashtag 
#MeToo. As public rituals on social-me- 
dia go, it’s notable for being short on 
sanctimony and long on bravery. And its 
bravery compels the decency of an hon- 
est response. 

Once, more than 10 years ago, 
when I was an on-call server for a high- 
end catering company in New York, I 
worked an 800-person event during 
which everything went wrong. Service 
was late, the client was furious, and 
the atmosphere was such that the wait 
staff absorbed all the blame — from 
the tables where we interrupted a 
presentation to drop off plates, and 
from the chefs in 
the kitchen. This 
company hada 
number of man- 
agers, many of 
them lovely, a few 
of them horrible. 
One had always 
seemed to dislike 
me, so I had a gut 
feeling she would 
single me out of 50 
people to deliver 
a reprimand. She 
did. It wasn’t fair, and it made me so 
angry that I did something I'd never 
done before — or since — just to get 
her off my back. 

I stared at her breasts until she 
stopped yelling at me, adjusted the 
cardigan she was wearing, and walked 
away. 

The incident has stuck with me, 
and it’s one I’ve shared with almost no 
one. As workplace sexual harassment 
goes, it’s arguably on the minor side — 
especially compared with the details 
of the now-settled 2016 lawsuit that 
alleged all manner of brazen conduct 
at S.F. restaurant Coqueta — butina 
way, that’s the more important point. 
The more minor something is, the 
more commonplace it almost certainly 
is, too, and the difference here is one 
of degree and not kind. More than 
a decade on, I doubt that manager 
remembers the episode. But I do. All 
day, every day, women — all women — 
face situations in which male friends, 
co-workers, lovers, and strangers can 
simply play a card of their own choos- 
ing in a game the women never con- 
sent to play. I possessed the power that 
every man has over every woman, and 
I used it to spare myself two minutes 
of aggravation. 
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I share it here — and not merely on 
my personal Facebook page — because 
it’s important to reciprocate the #Me- 
Too campaign with complementary 
honesty. Gay men have a tendency to 
think of ourselves as soaring 35,000 
feet above male-female sexual ha- 
rassment, like a jet going over bad 
weather. That’s self-absolving, pat, and 
incorrect. Men who commiserate with 
women over straight-male conduct and 
who consider themselves allies can still 
do bad things, so the faux-shocked, 
“Who, moi?” excuse shouldn't cut it. 
And there was one time when | did 
something pretty gross. #1tWasMe. 

For every sin of commission, there 
are probably many sins of omission, 
too. As the Harvey Weinstein episode 
unfolds, the most jarring point may 
not be that a powerful Hollywood mo- 
gul is also a serial abuser who got away 
with it for decades even though many 
of his victims were wealthy and pow- 
erful in their own right. It might be an 
offhand remark Matt Damon made in 
response to the revelation he helped 
quash a potential Weinstein exposé in 
2004. “We vouch for each other, all the 
time,’ the actor 
said last week. It’s 
a breezy admis- 
sion of how men 
keep on winning 
because we keep 
rigging the rules, 
confident there’s 
nothing we need to 
unlearn. 

Looked at in 
that light, ’'m trou- 
bled. ’'m bothered 
by the thought 
that, in spite of my protesting at the 
Women’s March and giving to Planned 
Parenthood and treating people with 
respect — hopefully, anyway — there 
are almost certainly other “minor” 
incidents from my past I’ve completely 
forgotten. You can try to plumb the 
depths of your own complicity in 
systemic oppression, but the human 
memory keeps its own counsel. Still: 
I’ve never groped anyone, sure, but 
what behaviors have I observed other 
men engage in yet said nothing about? 

Examining your conscience is a 
good start, but it can’t be the final 
analysis. Neither is believing women 
when they say #MeToo (although 
that’s important, too). However sin- 
cere, these private virtues amount to 
invisible abstractions, and that can 
easily become self-congratulatory and 
minimizing. 

So I choose to be public. Only by do- 
ing demonstrable good in our interper- 
sonal lives, and openly, will men ever 
dismantle what we build — because 
even the world’s most enlightened man 
can still resort to bad behavior at will, 
and you don’t have to grab anyone by 
anything to be an asshole and a creep.

Some biopics feel like they’re re- 
verse-engineered from a single image 
to the extent that it’s almost surpris- 
ing the movie doesn't start with it, 
complete with a needle-scratch and voi- 
ceover to the effect of, “Yep, that’s me. 
I bet you're wondering how I got here.” 
Dome Karukosi’s Tom of Finland doesn’t 
go there, but the fact that its climactic 
image feels preordained — and it’s 
followed by the real-life photograph it 
restages — doesn’t make its eventual 
appearance any less triumphant. Touko 
(Pekka Strang) is a closeted gay man in 
mid-20th-century Finland who strug- 
gles to find an outlet for his art and 
his sexuality. He goes from the manly 
milieu of no-homo naked grab-ass in 
World War II to the hot, anonymous 
action of cruising in parks late at night, 
eventually finding fame in pre- and 
post-AIDS America as Finland’s pseud- 
onymous Tom. Told entirely from 
Touko’s point of view, Tom of Finland 
is weirdly reminiscent of But I'ma 
Cheerleader, especially as Touko moves 
through a world in which gayness 
seems to be everywhere in spite of how 
taboo it is. Though not explicit per se, 
Tom of Finland is quite visceral; you can 
practically smell this movie, with many 
scenes reeking of cigarettes, sweat, 
and cum. And you know whether that’s 
high praise or not.

fan of physical affection, while her 
flancé Scott — a self-described “Aspie” 
who’s never moved out of his family’s 
house — loves her but has big issues 
with touching and being touched. They 
face the issues all couples face wheth- 
er they’re on any spectrum or not, 
particularly regarding their differing 
pasts — and the gnarly scars on Dina’s 
back — but they’re able to talk about 
them with an openness that “normal” 
couples often lack. Oddly, the fact that 
most scenes are staged doesn’t make 
them feel any less authentic; rather, it 
feels like these are exactly the conver- 
sations Dina and Scott would be having 
even if they didn’t have to occasionally 
wait for Santini and Sickles to set up 

a new camera angle. In the end, the 
off-center romance of Dina is enough 
to make you think that maybe there 
really is someone for everyone. There 
isn’t, of course — it’s among the biggest 
of the Big Lies — but it’s reassuring to 
see that these nice folks are among the 
exceptions. SC 


Wild

Opens Friday at the Roxie Theater. 
It’s getting to be a regular U.N. roll call: 
After Brazil’s Neon Bull, Mexico’s The 
Untamed and We Are the Flesh, Russia’s 
Zoology, and arguably the Bay Area’s 
own Unleashed, the latest country to 
step into the humanity-versus-besti- 
ary debate is Germany, with Nicolette 
Krebitz’s Wild — which also happens 
to be the best story J.G. Ballard never 
wrote. Living in a gray, barren German 
city, Ania (Lilith Stangenberg) is deeply 
unhappy from her office-drone work, 
her family, and everything about her 
life. One day, she sees a wolf on the 
edge of a nearby park. Drawn to it, she 
earns the beast’s trust with meat both 
dead and not-yet-dead. Inspired by the 
lack of fucks the wolf gives about the 
rest of the world, Ania begins using it as 
a role model, bringing the animal into 
her home and using it for the sexual 


and emotional releases she can’t find in 
the horrible and unfailingly sexist men 
in her life. Wild is a top-notch portrait 
of alienation that doesn’t skimp on car- 
rying its bestial themes to their logical 
and often moist conclusions, and also 
remarkable that while the two wolves 
used onscreen to portray the single an- 
imal were highly trained, Stangenberg 
is still interacting with actual damn 
wolves. SC 


Sparks on Celluloid: 
Haynes + Vachon, Week 2 
Now playing at the San Francisco 
Museum of Modern Art. 
While the whole festival is about ac- 
knowledging the influences on the 
collaborations of director Todd Haynes 
and his producer Christine Vachon, the 
second weekend of SFMOMA’s Sparks 
on Celluloid: Haynes + Vachon is heavy 
on the retellings, and goes deep down 
the (Douglas) Sirkhole. On Saturday, a 
free screening of Haynes’ 2011 mini- 
series Mildred Pierce — based on the 
James M. Cain novel, and previously 
filmed in 1945 by Michael Curtiz — is 
followed by Rainer Werner Fassbinder’s 
1974 Ali: Fear Eats the Soul, a remake of 
Douglas Sirk’s iconic 1955 melodrama 
All That Heaven Allows. Fassbinder up- 
dates the story to a forbidden romance 
between an older woman and a Moroc- 
can immigrant in contemporary Ger- 
many, while the title non-coinciden- 
tally has the same number of syllables 
and begins with the same phonemes. 
(Enough with the remakes, mid-1970s 
German film industry! Why don’t you 
come up with an original idea for a 
change?) Ali: Fear Eats the Soul leads 
into Haynes’ 2002 Sirk riff, Far From 
Heaven, set in the original’s Eisenhower 
America while retaining the racial ele- 
ments of Fassbinder’s Ali. The seminal 
Sirk sudser won’t actually be shown 
until Sunday, and is followed by the San 
Francisco premiere of Haynes’ new film 
Wonderstruck, which has nothing to do 
with Sirk but is still worth catching. SC

I’m not a big fan of hotels. When 
I travel, I sleep even less than I usually do 
to make the most of being awake and pass 
out drunk on friends’ couches to save 
money that I later waste on eating out.

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delicious, overdressed with lobster bouil- 
labaisse, cauliflower, concentrated grapes, 
and a kind of pesto until its center of 
gravity was way off. Look in the mirror 
and take one thing off before leaving the 
house, skate wing. 

The perfect distillation of autumnal 
flavor, a kuri squash soup ($11) with sage 
and chunks of apple had enough brown 
sugar to bake it into a dessert, but it was 
still anchored firmly in its vegetable base 
to whet the appetite. (I don’t want this 
one to go under-praised. It’s anything but 
showy, but still very clever.) And the two 
best entrees were the sunchoke-studded 
gnudi — always the superior cousin to 
gnocchi, and with pecorino to add to the 
ricotta, $21 — and the squid ink tagli- 
atelle, slightly overcooked on one visit, 
but elevated with just the right amount 
of uni and bottarga. 

Are you seeing a through-line here? 
The geekiness is palpable, but really, it’s 
the affordability. You could have 200 
Hawaiian rolls for the price of a room up- 
stairs, and even the lone mega-entree, a 
monster portion of ribeye, is $90. What’s 
unfortunate, though, is that the drinks 
sound a lot more ambitious than they 
really are. BV Hospitality — which owns 
Trick Bar, and ran Rio Grande during 
the days of A Temporary Offering — put 
together Villon’s cocktail schema of seven 
categories of seven drinks each. There’s 
plenty of tongue-in-cheek humor — a 
Kentucky-bourbon drink is called a Ver 
Sales, after the local pronunciation of 
Versailles, Ky. — but also plenty of pad- 
ding. The category of drinks invented in 
hotels includes a Vieux Carré, but also a 
Sidecar and a Pina Colada, while “7 X the 
Book” includes commonplace cocktails 
like the Gimlet, the Mint Julep, and the 
Vesper. 

So Villon is a little in love with its 
own idea, when a list of 15 unique cre- 
ations might have done just as well. But 
better to have a bit of exuberance than 
its opposite. To the point, I don’t get a 
whiff of the cynicism that can flow out of 
boutique-hotel restaurants like a leaky oil 
pan. Sometimes, you get the sense that 
dishes on a hotel-restaurant menu were 
focus-grouped to death by marketing 
people who don't especially enjoy eating 
very much, but who are very keen as to 
what was trending 18 months ago. 

Villon is not like that at all, and the 
decor is smart, like Ken Fulk without the 
animal print or animal heads. Black-and- 
white checkered banquettes trick the 
eye, and mirrors in the shape of scalene 
triangles hang on the walls, like some- 
thing you'd see in a drawing room where 
the lady of the house cheats at canasta. 
Since the Proper’s nominal address fac- 
es Market Street but the real front door 
is in the back, I assume the Dantean, 
high Baroque entryway guarded by the 
statue of a black dog is a joke. If so, it’s 
a cool one. In short, this is a sexy place 
to eat, even if the kind of lodgings you 
usually stay in is a motor court with an 
empty pool.

Toadstool 
Tell-All

“When we golook for mushrooms, 
we don’t look for mushrooms,” Eric 
Schramm says. “We look for trees, be- 
cause each mushroom that we pick 
commercially has a symbiotic relation- 
ship with a specific type of tree.” 

Schramm is the founder of Men- 
docino Mushroom, the world’s oldest 
solely wild mushroom company, but 
when we meet at the Abalone Cook- 
Off in Fort Bragg, he’s cracking open 
sea urchins to extract blobs of uni, 
which he mixes with sake and sells 
for $10. “Are you brave?” asks the 
hand-written sign on his table, next 
to the spiny urchin husks that look 
like viruses magnified a million times. 
Most people are not. 

Schramm ships shrooms to celebri- 
ty chefs like Daniel Boulud and Thom- 
as Keller, but he’s also become some- 
thing of a booster for the bounty of 
the Mendocino woods, which contain 
some of the most biodiverse spots on 
the North American continent. Along 
with Marc Dym, executive chef at the 
nearby Little River Inn, Schramm is 
one of the movers and shakers behind 
the forthcoming Mendocino Mush- 
room, Wine, and Beer Fest, held Nov. 
3-12, where lovers of chanterelles, fall 
porcinis, and candy caps can learn to 
forage, sample tasting menus with 
beer pairings, and more. 

And Schramm wears a still-fra- 
grant candy cap threaded on a neck- 
lace, a fungal amulet that guides him 
through the forest. 

“I’ve had them around my neck 
for 35 years,” he says. “I can’t tell you 
what else is in my medicine bag, be- 
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cause you might be a shape-shifter!” 

Still, it doesn’t take much prodding 
to get him to extol the virtues — and 
anatomical weirdness — of Kingdom 
Fungi. 

“Life wouldn't exist without fun- 
guses doing what they do,” he says. 
“Under one footstep is 300 miles of 
mycelium. It breaks everything down 
to the carbon molecule, so trees can 
absorb things.” 

Like the albino redwoods that 
seem to act as toxin vacuums, effec- 
tively sacrificing themselves for the 
good of their neighbors, mushrooms 
possess a cosmic, almost Avatar-like 
place in the ecosystem, maintaining 
balance and acting as conduits for the 
nutrients dead matter releases back 
into the soil. Pointing to enormous 
fossils that were mistakenly believed 
to be petrified trees until testing 
revealed them to be ancient fossils, 
Schramm points out that mushrooms 
effectively ruled the planet during 
periods after meteor impacts, when 
dust blotted out the sun and nearly 
everything that relied on photosyn- 
thesis died. 

“Man has used mushrooms as a 
tool since we crawled out of the cave,” 
he says, “and we're coming to under- 
stand all the good things mushrooms 
are doing. In my opinion, the way 
that humans and the Earth are going, 
mushrooms will rule the Earth again, 
because we're destroying it. But when 
I do my seminars, what I really want 
people to come away with is an under- 
standing of connection. 

“Every living thing on the face 
of this Earth is connected,” he adds. 
“Everything has a job, everything has 
a purpose, and everything is inter- 
twined. Over the past 35 years, these 
mushrooms have taken me on this 
journey.” 

Although Schramm refuses to 
release much proprietary wisdom or 
let me in on any inkling about what 
secrets the woods have taught him, 
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he’s equally enthusiastic about the po- 
tential for psilocybin to treat people 
suffering from addiction, depression, 
and PTSD as he is about bioremedi- 
ation, or the cultivation of fungus to 
clear up oil spills and devour mounds 
of plastic waste. 

A native of Sunol, Calif., Schramm 
first came to isolated Mendocino as a 
child, when the trip from the Bay Area 
took more than three times longer 
than the current three hours. He’s 
convinced there are species in the area 
that remain unknown to science, and 
that improvements in DNA testing 
will reclassify many of those we do 
know about — plus, he’s personally 
eaten at least 60 species from around 
the world. More importantly, he’s sure 
that the efforts to cultivate truffles on 
Napa wineries will yield results, even 
if it is extremely difficult to achieve 
the necessary soil conditions. 

“It’s more than feasible,” he says. 
“They harvested six pounds of the 
first alba truffles at Kendall-Jackson 
this January and February. There was 
another guy in Leggett, but he died 
and the farm went bad. K-J did it in 
seven years, and the minimum — we 
thought — was 30 years. It’s a lot of 
work to keep the pH right, but they’re 
doing the work in Napa. It’s happen- 
ing.” 

So how come he’s on uni duty 
today? 

Well, Callie Dym, Marc’s wife and 
the Little River Inn’s fifth-generation 
innkeeper, asked him to. But at the 
same time, “sea urchins changed my 
life.” 

While training to be a smoke-jump- 
er, Schramm dove for abalone and got a 
sea urchin spine embedded in one knee. 
The subsequent infection forced him to 
become a forest patrolman instead — 
and that’s what led him to mushrooms. 

“Urchins changed my life,” Schramm 
says, and I’m getting revenge today.”

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lron & Wine Returns to the Well

Sam Beam doesn’t write propa- 
ganda songs. 

The force behind Iron & Wine has 
never let current events bleed directly 
into his lyrics, but that doesn’t mean 
they aren't in there for those who care 
to look. On his latest record, Beast Epic, 
the singer-songwriter makes no overt 
references to the transgender bath- 
room controversy that took place in 
his native North Carolina, but listeners 
seeking his response need only dig a 
little deeper. 

“T feel like anytime you write about 
people in an honest way, you can find 
connections to any issue you would 
like,” Beam says. 

He recalls the conversation sur- 
rounding his 2007 album, The Shep- 
herd’s Dog, which many interrupted as 
a reaction to George W. Bush. 

“People assumed it was a political 
record,” he says. “It had nothing to 
do with politics. It had to do with my 
reaction to a political atmosphere and 
growing up into a person who was con- 
fused because they thought they knew 
what their fellow citizens valued, and 
I realized that I did not understand. 

It was confusing, and so a lot of the 
imagery and scenarios in those songs 
and narratives are darkly surreal. This 
collection is along the same lines.” 

Another record that fans may think 
back to is 2002’s The Creek Drank the 
Cradle, Beam’s debut album — which 
was famously recorded in his home 
late at night while his child slept, thus 
resulting in the breathy whispers that 
have since become his signature. 

In the intervening years, Beam 
has toyed with his formula of acous- 
tic-minded pastoral lullabies. With his 
sophomore record, 2004’s Our Endless 
Numbered Days, he upped the fidelity 
by moving to a real studio and bring- 
ing in a band to record alongside him.

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Approaching the 10-year mark since its last album, Exotic Creatures of the 
Deep, Sparks has returned with Hippopotamus, a polished record smothered 
in satirical lyrics and Sgt. Pepper’s Lonely Hearts Club Band-style piano. 
With a discography that spans more than 40 years, brothers Russell and 
Ron Mael continue to produce albums that do not diverge from rock-solid 
falsetto vocals paired with stealthy guitar and synthetic beats. What has 
also not deviated is the Charlie Chaplin meets Jim Morrison vibe that the 
band made popular during the era of Bowie and Morrissey. Sparks rose in 
the early ’70s with its hit “This Town Ain’t Big Enough for Both of Us,” and 
never looked back. Accents of staccato-like piano accompanied by distorted 
electric guitar are sprinkled throughout tracks like “What the Hell Is It This 
Time?” and “Scandinavian Design.” The brothers bring back glam-rock on 

“T Wish You Were Fun,” which is more-or-less an anthem for anyone who’s 
downright tired of people sucking the life out of every situation. As Russell 
Mael remarks, “You know she’s from somewhere where / Authority ruled 
supreme / No would ever dream / Dream of just letting off some steam.” In 
other words, lighten up.

On A Seat at the Table, Solange Knowles does not deviate from her drive to create one of the most socially aware and 
sonically rich albums in recent memory. It serves as an ode to Black women everywhere, identifying the struggles of 
being female and African-American in the mid-2010s. Undoubtedly Solange’s most substantial record to date, she 
has her critics and fans in awe of her lyrical odysseys. Tracks like “Don’t Touch My Hair” and “Mad” showcase the 
tribulations of being Black and proud, eliminating the notion that Black culture is a “sideshow for white commentary, 
judgment, entertainment, or amusement.” The importance of self-expression and not allowing white people to 
minimize Black culture are most prominent on “Don’t Touch My Hair,” when Solange sings, “They don’t understand / 
What it means to me / Where we chose to go / Where we've been to know.” She not only addresses the problem, but 
weaves it with stripped down vocals and funky synthetic beats. Much as how Solange sings for a world of unregulated 
and liberated Black culture, this album itself is an embodiment of Black people breaking free from the chains of 
having to assimilate to the regulations of white culture — and Solange does it in the most necessary, beautiful

My only child is 16 years old. He was curious about 
sex from a very young age and very open with me, so his 
interest in sexual matters gave me ample opportunity 
to talk with him about safety and consent. He went 
through a cross-dressing phase when he was small— 
mostly wanting to wear nail polish and try on mas- 
cara—and I felt like I navigated those waters pretty well, 
but his father made attempts to squelch those impulses. 
(He and I are divorced. He has since remarried and is less 
involved.) That's the background. I've always accepted 
that he is who he is and done my best to help guide and 
educate him. Then last year, I caught him trying to shop- 
lift a pair of panties. I'm not the sort of mom who freaks 
out, but I made him put them back and talked to him 
about his actions. When I asked him why he stole them, 
he refused to tell me. I asked: “Did you want them to 
masturbate with? Did you want to wear them?” He said 
he wanted to try them on. I told him that if he wanted to 
explore, he needed to do that with a legal purchase and 
in the privacy of his own room. Today, I found a girl's 
bra in the laundry. He says he doesn't know whose it is 
or how it got there, but this isn’t my first rodeo. What 
on earth do I do? If I send him to a therapist and this is 
about being trans or cross-dressing tendencies, I'm afraid 
that will shame him. However, this is now something of 
a criminal/ethical concern, and I want to nip that in the 
bud. He is in every way a wonderful human: kind, smart, 
funny, athletic, no drugs. Is this just the same kid who 
has always been curious about sex? Or are these warn- 
ing signs of some sort of sexual deviance? Please help. 

Mom In Sleepy South Carolina Lovingly 
Educates Offspring 


Take a deep breath, MISSCLEO, or take two— 
take however many you need until you're back in 
touch with your inner mom, the one who doesn’t 
freak out. 

Your son may be a cross-dresser or he may be 
trans or he may find bras and panties titillating be- 
cause women wear them and he wants to sleep with 
women (not be one). (Lots of gay boys are titillated 
by jockstraps—but a closeted gay boy can collect ‘em 
all without freaking out his mom.) We can’t know 
whether your son is a cross-dresser, trans, or merely 
titillated, MISSCLEO, but he’s clearly exploring and 
wants to do so privately. So while he could go to his 
mom and ask for a pair of panties and let her know 
exactly how he intends to use them, he doesn't 
want to ask his mom for a pair of panties or share 
his uses for them with his mom.

Sex-positive, huh? Could’ve fooled me. 

Your dad was a kinky motherfucker—you know 
that now—and if you've been reading Savage Love 
for a while, you'll know that lots of people are kinky 
and, distressingly, lots of people out there “enjoy” 
incest porn. “Of the top hundred searches by men 
on Pornhub,’ Seth Stephens-Davidowitz writes 
in his book Everybody Lies: Big Data, New Data, 
and What the Internet Can Tell Us About Who We 
Really Are, “sixteen are looking for incest-themed 
videos.” And it’s not just men: “Nine of the top 
hundred searches on Pornhub by women are for 
incest-themed videos.” That’s cold comfort, I realize, 
and it doesn’t make it any less squicky, but your 
dad’s tastes weren't as freakish as you thought and/ 
or hoped.
